You  submit  for  my  opinion  the  following  question  : — 
"  A  revised  (\mstitntion  for  Subordinate  Lodtjes  submitted 
by  a  S])ecial  Cyommittee  was  under  consideration,  when  it 
was  moved  by  P.  (i.  M.  Waller  [vi(7r  jxtf/e  SCO  of  J'rocfuyf- 
hu/fi)  to  amend  Section  1,  Article  V,  by  a<ldino;  the  words 
'  Lodges  may  be  permitted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  to  confer  the  degrees  in  less  than  four  weeks 
after  initiation;'  this  motion  on  being  submitted  to  the  vote 
was  <leclarcd  to  be  lost.  Hro.  Waller,  P.  G.  M.,  then  moved 
to  ameml  the  same  section  by  striking  out  the  wonls  'four 
weeks '  and  insertino;  '  two  weeks '  in  lieu  thereof.  The 
Grand  Master  ruled  this  amendment  out  of  order  under  the 
following  Rule  of  Order  of  the  (ii'and  Lodge  (/'/<//  j>'/</r  S'9o 
of  thi-  Pi'ort'rilhujx).  '  No  more  than  two  aniendnicuts  to  a 
proposition  shall  be  entertained  at  the  same  time,  that  is  an 
amendment,  and  an  amendment  to  an  amendment,  and  the 
question  shall  b<'  first  taken  on  the  larter.'* 

In  re|)ly  I  would  say  that  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  \ras- 
ter  was  erroneous.  The  (piestion  under  consideration  was  not 
oven  an  amendment  to  nn  ameiulment.  One  amendment  to 
wit,  that  the  section  be  amended  by  adding  certain  wt)rds  had 
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been  submitted  to  a  vote  and  lost.  Thereupon  anotlier  an<l 
distinct  amendment  was  offered  to  the  Section  and  the  Grand 
Master  ruled  this  amenchnent  out  of  onler.  In  that  I  think 
he  committed  an  error.

Cowan,  a 
member  of  said  Lodge.  Requested  and  obtained  an  explan- 
ation from  '  Dominion '  Lodge,  No  4,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  Brother  did  not  report  himself  to  the  Committee 
during  his  sickness,  but  furnished  a  medical  certificate  after 
his  recovery,  on  the  strength  of  which  the  Committee  paid 
the  benefits,  without  reference  to  the  Lodge,  and  on  these 
grounds  the  Lodge  declines  to  pay.  Furnished  the  Grand 
Master  of  Washington  with  a  copy  of  the  statement  of  Dom- 
inion Lodge,  since  which  have  received  no  further  communi- 
cation. 
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APPEALS. 

Bro.  Hredemeyer  of  Vancouver  Lodge,  Xo.  8,  appealed 
to  me  against  the  action  of  the  above  Lodge  in  refusing  to 
accept  his  nomination  for  the  ottice  of  Vice  Grand,  on  the 
ground  of  his  being  electe«l  as  Permanent  Secretary  for  one 
year. 

Called  on  Lodge  to  furnish  a  statement  of  facts,  copy 
of  minutes  and  statement  of  Bro.  Bredemeyer's  services.  Hav- 
ing received  this  information  and  satisfied  myself  that  the 
brother  was  fully  eligible  and  not  disqualiiied  by  any  reason, 
I  sustained  his  appeal,  declared  the  election  of  Vice  Grand 
null  and  void  and  directed  the  Lodge  to  hold  a  fresh  election 
for  that  office,  and  to  include  the  name  of  Bro.  Bredemeyer 
amongst  the  candidates  with  those  in  nomination  at  the  pre- 
vious election.  This  direction  was  complied  with  and  the 
Lodge  now  appeals  to  this  Grand  Lodge  against  my  action. 

Bro.  Edmunds  appealed  against  the  decision  of  D.  D.  G. 
M.,  District  No.  7,  in  granting  dispensation  to  Tatnai  Lodge, 
No.  9,  to  elect  a  third  degree  member  to  the  office  of  Noble 
Grand,  all  qualitied  members  refusing  to  serve.

On  receiving  news  of  the  fire  at  New  Westminster, 
which  destroyed  their  beautiful  hall,  involving  a  great  loss  to 
the  brethren  of  that  city,  I  imme<liately  telegraphed  the 
lodges,  extending  to  them  the  sympathy  of  this  Gran<l  J^odge 
in  their  misfortune.  1  am  pleased  to  learn  that  in  all  pi'oba- 
bility  a  much  finer  building  will  shortly  be  erected  to  replace 
the  one  destroyed. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  witliout  tilling  the  attention 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  ina<le(puite  remuneration  paid  to 
our  Grand  Secretary.  We  are  continually  increasing  in 
lodges  and  members;  this  involves  a  greater  amount  of  work 
for  this  officer,  and  1  think  the  time  has  arrived  when  this 
Grand  Lodge  can  afford   to   pay  him  sufficiently  for  his  ser- 
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vices.     I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Bro.  Davey  for  the 
assistance  lie  has  rendered  me  during  the  past  year. 

Appended  are  the  reports  of  my  District  Deputies, 
wliich  1  approve  with  very  few  exceptions,  as  noted  thereon. 

Allow  me  in  conclusion  to  again  thank  you  for  the  high 
honor  you  conferred  on  me  one  year  ago  in  electing  me  to 
this  high  and  honorable  position.  I  have  endeavored  to  per- 
form the  duty  attached  to  the  office,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  and  trust  that  I  have  given  you  satisfaction.  We 
have  cause  for  congratulation  in  the  strides  our  beloved  order 
has  made  in  the  past,  the  future  is  full  of  encouragement; 
may  our  hopes  in  this  direction  be  fully  realized.  In  resign- 
ing this  trust  again  to  you.  and  retiriiig  from  this  Chair,  I 
do  so  with  a  determination  to  still  continue  my  work  for  the 
Order.  The  year  that  has  gone  has  increased  my  love  for 
this  Order,  an«l  the  remembrance  of  the  work  I  have  been 
euijaiied  in  and  the  success  that  has  attended  it,  will  ever 
i)e  cherished   as  a  l»right  spot  in  my  memory.

has  been  substantial,  the  object  being  more  to  get  good 
material  than  to  swell  the  numbers,  but  on  the  whole  Odd- 
fellowship  in  this  district  has  moved  onward.  One  new 
lodge  having  been  formed  which  now  numbers  about  fifty 
members,  also  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  now  in  a  flourishing 
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condition  and  increasing  membership.  But  we  have  also 
had  our  seasons  of  ditticulty  and  trial.  The  destruction  by  fire 
of  the  beautiful  hall  owned  by  New  Westminster  Lodge,  No.  3, 
was  a  serious  inconvenience  and  drawback  to  both  lodges,  for, 
while  the  principal  loss  was  sustained  by  No.  3,  No.  13  was 
seriously  crippled  for  a  time  by  the  loss  of  all  lier  books  and 
paraphernalia.  No.  3  has  also  been  called  to  perform  the 
last  sad  rites  for  two  of  its  time-honored  niembers,  Bro, 
Edwards  and  Bro.  Mcintosh,  both  respected  members  of  the 
Order,  and  held  in  high  esteem  by  the  community  at  large, 
and  whose  memories  will  long  be  cherished  by  their  brethren.

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers. — It  affords  me  much  plea- 
sure to  present  you  with  a  report  of  this  office  for  the  year 
1891,  and  to  be  a1)le  to  point  to  the  satisfactory  progress  the 
Order  has  made  in  this  jurisdiction  during  that  period. 

Since  we  last  met  four  Subordinate  Lodges  have  been 
instituted.  Acme  Lodge,  No.  14,  Victoria  ;  Clovenlale  Lodge, 
No.  15,  Cloverdale  ;  Kootenay  Lodge,  No.  16,  Nelson  ;  and 
Duncan  l^odge,  No.  17,  Duncan.  The  two  latter  ha\e  been 
instituted  since  31st  December  last,  so  that  their  member- 
ship is  not  included  in  this  report. 

I  have  also  received,  through  Bro.  E.  T.  W.  Pearse,  D. 
I 
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D.  G.  M.  Districi  No.  7,  the  Charter  Fee  and  an  application 
for  a  Charter  for  a  lodge  to  he  located  at  Vernon,  hut  as  it 
was  not  accompanied  hy  the  cards  of  the  nieinhers,  I  have 
written  to  the  applicants  pointing  out  the  requirements  of 
the  law  and  expect  shortly  to  receive  ilw  re(juisite  canls. 

Four  ]lehekah  Lodges  have  also  heen  institute<l  during 
the  year  :  Mizpah  Lodge,  No.  2,  Vancouver  ;  Miriam  Lodge.

T  regret  I  am  un- 
aiy.e  to  furnish  you  with  information  as  to  the  .aggregate 
membership.  <fec.,  of  these  lodges,  owing  to  the  failure  of 
lluth  Lodge,  No.  4  and  Beulah  Lodge,  No.  5,  to  forward 
their  reports. 

I  am  sorry  to  again  have  to  complain  of  the  unnecessary 
delay  of  some  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  forwarding  me 
their  reports  at  the  proper  time,  causing  me  considerable  in- 
convenience in  compiling  my  report.  Excelsior  Lodge,  No. 
7,  sent  me  its  annual  Relief  Report  in  an  incomplete  state  so 
that  I  had  to  return  it  for  correction,  but  although  sufficient 
time  has  elapsed,  it  has  not  yet  been  returned.  I  am  there- 
fore prevented  from  pi'esenting  you  with  an  accurate  report 
on  the  matter  of  lielief,  &c.,  paid. 

By  the  institution  of  the  two  lodges  since  1st  January 
last,  and  from  letters  I  have  received,  I  feel  confident  our 
membership  at  this  date  cannot  be  less  than   1,500. 

The  increase  of  228  in  the  membership  in  the  past  year, 
has  been  contributed  to  by  all  the  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction 
with  but  one  exception. 

The  instruction  of  last  session  to  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  to  submit  a  question  to  the  Grand  Sire  as 
to  the  ruling  of  Grand  Master  (^uennell,  was  complied  with, 
the  answer  of  the  Grand  Sire  will  be  communicated  by  the 
(irand  Master. 

A  memorial  was  prepared   and   foi-warded  to   the  Sove- 
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reijrn  Grand  Lodjre,  urging  tlie  adirnsHioii  of  members  at  18 
years  of  age,  hut  the  desired  legislation  was  not  effecterl. 

Tlie  direction  to  procure  a  new  set  of  regalia  for  the 
Grand  Lodge  Otficere,  has  not  been  carried  out  for  the  reason 
that  no  price  was  named,  nor  any  appropriation  ma<le,  and 
as  there  is  so  great  a  disparity  in  the  prices  of  regalia,  your 
ottieers  would  ask  that  you  would  stipulate  the  anu)unt  to  be 
e.\pen<led  for  this  service. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Special  C/ommittee  on  Con- 
stitutions, etc.,  at  page  847,  Proceedings  of  last  session,  have 
been  complied  with,  aiul  1000  copies  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  Constitution,  printed  in  book  form,  of  a  size  suitable 
to  be  bound  with  the  by-laws  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  and 
are  now  offered  for  sale  at  three  cents  per  copy. 

The  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  last  ses- 
sion, has  been  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  session  of  1884  it  was  decided  to  furnish  each 
D.  D.  G.  M.  with  a  copy  of  White's  Digest  for  his  otWcial 
use,  and  this  direction  was  carried  out.  At  that  time  there 
were  only  three  districts,  but  now  there  are  nine,  with  an 
immediate  prospect  of  being  further  increased  to  tiiirteen. 
The  books  supplied  are  now  obsolete,  to  a  considerable 
extent,  and  I  have  had  repeated  applications  for  the  new 
edition,  besides  which  there  are  several  Deputies  who  have 
never  been  furnished  with  one.  In  view  of  the  expense  in- 
volved, I  submit  the  matter  for  instructions. 

On  the  19th  July  last,  Selkirk  Lodge,  No.  12,  forwarded 
all  the  documents  required  in  appeals,  covering  the  case  of 
Brother  Brown,  who  had  been  expelled  from  membership  in 
that  lodge.  As  no  appeal  had  reached  this  office,  and  the 
time  within  which  the  appeal  should  be  lodged,  had  ex- 
pired, I  returned  the  documents  to  the  lodge. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  in  a  very  satisfac- 
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tory  condition.  The  receipts  of  the  past  year  exceeded  tlie 
estimate  by  $209  50,  and  tiie  halance  in  the  hands  of  tlie 
Grand  Treasurer  is  $240  20  more  tlian  was  anticipated. 


AITXILIARY    ENDOWMENT    I5ENEF1T 
ASSOC  TATION. 

Tliere  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  tlie  membersliip  of 
this  association  during  the  year,  but  it  does  not  keep  pace  as 
it  should  with  the  nuMnbership  in  our  lodges. 

Three  beneficial  inend)ers  have  die»l,  Brother  \V.  II. 
Edwards  and  lb-other  S.  T.  Mackintosh,  P.  (I.  of  New  West- 
minster Lodge,  No.  3,  and  Brother  W.  Edmunds,  P.  G.  of 
Tatnai  Lodge,  No.  9.  The  sum  of  $200  75  was  paid  on  the 
death  of  Brotlier  Edwards  from  the  reserve  fund,  and  $208  40 
on  death  of  Brother  Mackintosh,  being  the  amount  realized 
from  Assessment  No.  9.  Two  assessments  have  been  levied 
payable  on  the  15th  instant,  to  meet  the  claim  on  Bro. 
Edmunds'  death  and  to  have  the  necesi-jiry  amount  in  hand 
to  meet  the  next  call. 

Since  its  organization  in  1884,  this  association  has  paid 
12  death  claims,  (nine  from  the  Endowment  Fund,  $1,734  70, 
and  three  from  the  Pweserve  Fund,  $038  70),  a  total  of  $2,373- 
40.  It  has  cost  the  average  age  member  of  40  years,  from  its 
commencement,  $13  50  for  assessments,  and  $12  for  dues,  a 
total  of  $25  50  in  eight  years,  or  an  average  of  $3  19  per 
year,  so  that  it  cannot  be  charged  that  it  is  an  expensive  in- 
stitution. The  amount  it  has  paid  to  the  beneficiary  of  the 
deceased  member  has  in  almost  evei'y  case  proved  a  great 
assistance  at  a  time  when  every  dollar  is  needed.  If  from 
no  other  motive  than  benevolence,  it  claims  the  support  of 
our  membership.  I  commend  it  to  your  most  favorable  con- 
sideration, not  only  at  this  meeting,  but  in  your  respective 
Lodges.

Your  Jlepresentatives  woidd  state  here,  that  from  a  com- 
iMunication  recently  received  from  the  (irand  Secretary,  Theo. 
A.  Ivoss,  that  we  are  pleased  to  be  aide  to  inform  you  that 
our  Grand  Sire  is  improvino;  very  rapidly,  and  no  doubt  will 
he  present  at  the  next  communication  of  the  Sovereign 
(irand  l.odcje. 

The  folloM'ing  are  a  few  extracts  from  the  Acting  Grand 
Sire's  and  Seci-etary's  lieports. 

Actintr  Grand  Sire  on  State  of  the  Order  : 

I  am  pleased  to  he  aide  to  announce  that  the  returns 
which  will  be  submitted  to  you  show  a  most  prosperous  year. 
Dui'ing  1890,  no  less  than  08,295  men  wta-e  initiated  into 
Odd  Fellowship  under  your  jurisdiction—  the  gi'eatest  num- 
ber in  any  year  in  our  history.  And  the  net  increase  for  the 
same  period  was  equally  unprecedented,  reaching  37,442.  On 
December  31st,  1890,  our  male  membership  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  related  jurisdictions,  was  649,702. 
The  returns  from  Australasia  give  19,74(),  while  the  German 
Empire  has  2,891,  making  tlie  total  number  no  less  than 
072,339. 

If  our  increase  during  this  year  has  been  at  the  same 
rate,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  doul)t  it,  we  may  safely  as- 
sume that  our  membership  on  the  1st  of  September,  1891, 
was  not  less  than  700,000.  If  to  this  number  be  added  the 
0)9,001  Duughters  of  Ilebekah,  reported  Decend)er,  1890, 
with  thc'  probable  additions  they  have  received  this  year, 
a  moderate  estimate  will  give,  at  the  present  date,  a  gi'and 
total  of  not  less  than  775,000. 

Not  only  numerically,  but  iinaneially,  the  record  is 
gratifying.     With  an   aggregate   revenue   from    Lodges  and

Encampments  of  li§7, 244,227,  we  have  expended  for  the  pur- 
poses of  relief  through  the  ordinary  channels  of  the  Order, 
S2. 917,088.  When  we  add  to  this  the  relief  expenditure  of 
Australasia  and  Germany,  together  with  the  payments  made 
to  widows  and  orphans  by  the  large  number  of  Belief  and 
Endowment  Associations,   operated  in  connection   with  our 
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society,  we  can  place  tlie  pecuniary  benevolence  of  0(1<1  Fc^l- 
lowship  duriii«r  the  year  1890,  at  the  )iiatrniticent  sum  of 
$4,000,000.

all  the  testimony  taken  in  the  trial  below.

The  Subordinate  Lodge  certainly  had  the  right  to  be  re- 
presented before  the  Trial  Committee  by  a  Brother  appointed 
for  that  purpose.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  l.O.O.F. 

Dkar  Sirs  AND  I^rotuers  :  — Your  Committee  on  Ap- 
peals have  had  under  consideration,  the  appeal  of  Vancouver 
Lodge,  No.  8,  Vancouver,  against  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master,  in  declaring  the  election  of  V.  G.  by  said  Lodge,  on 
29tli  May  last,  null  and  void,  and  directing  a  fresh  election 
to  be  held,  on  the  grounds  that  the  Lodge  refused  to  accept 
the  nomination  «f  Bro.  AV.  Bredemeyer  for  this  office,  he 
being  <luly  qualified  for  the  same,  and  beg  to  report  as 
follows  : 

From  the  documents  submitted,  the  facts  of  the    case 
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appear  to  l»e,  that  at  the  first  night  of  nomination  for  officers, 
on  tlie  inth  May  last,  the  name  of  IJro.  VV.  liredemeyer  was 
offered  in  nomination  foi-  the  office  of  V'.  (f.,  he  being  at  the 
tinie  Permanent  Secretary,  and  installed  into  this  office  for 
twelve  months  ending  Hist  December  last.  This  nomination 
was  rnled  by  the  acting  N.  (i.  ont  of  order,  on  the  ground 
that  the  Brother  had  been  installed  as  Permanent  Secretary 
for  twelve  months.  At  the  iiext  meeting  Hro.  Predemeyer 
appealed  against  the  <lecision  of  the  ('hair  in  thus  ruling  his 
nomination  out  of  order,  but  the  Chair  was  sustained  by  the 
Lodge  ;  the  Brother  then  gave  notice  of  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Lodtje,  but  this  was  also  ruled  out  as  illegal  ;  he  then  re- 
signed  the  office  of  Permanent  Secretary,  which  the  Lodge 
accepted  from  the  30th  June  ensuing.  Bro.  Bredemeyer 
then  appeals  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  an<l  the  Grand  Master  act- 
ing on  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by  Art.  IV,  Sec.  1,  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  to  "receive  and  act  on  all 
"complaints  which  may  be  made  to  him  against  his  depiities 
"  or  Lodges,  "  over- rules  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  declares 
the  election  for  V.  G.  ni'.ll  and  void,  and  directs  the  Lodge  to 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  V.  G.,  and  to  include  the  name 
of  Pro.  Jiredenieyer  as  a  candidate  for  that  office.  This  com- 
mand was  obeyed  by  the  Lodge,  and  at  an  eleC/tion  held  on 
26th  June  last,  Bro.  D.  Men;des  was  elected  V.  G. 


The  grounds  of  the  appeal  are  : 

1st.  "  The  appeal  to  the  Grand  Master  was  not  properly 
taken,  the  Lodge  not  having  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  appeal. " 

2nd.  "  The  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  to  the 
Lodge  was  not  taken  till  one  week  after  said  decision  was 
given,  which  is  contrary  to  the  law, — see  AVhite's  Digest 
Sec.  1059, 1320  and  1622.  " 

8rd.  "  The  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  was  not  in 
conformity  with  the  Constitution  (see  Art.  VI.  Sec.  6, 
Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  for  B.  C.,)  and  laws  of
